Northern Pacific assumes the man­ 
agement of the Wisconsin Central, 
thus acquiring a line of its own by 
way of St. Paul or Ashland, and ex­ 
tending from Chicago through to 
Tacoma. This is by far the longest 
line in the world under one manage­ 
ment, the distance by this route from ! 
*” I7^ 
Chicago to Tacoma being 2,398 miles. 
The company will exercise its own 
option whether its traffic shall be 
handled by way of Ashland or S t 
Paul. 
The distance by way of Ash­ 
land is twenty-two miles further, but 
the difference is probably not enough 
to compensate for the extra cost of 
handling the traffic 
through the 
crowded yards at St. Paul and Min­ 
neapolis. 
The Ashland route would 
give the Northern Pacific forty-Mi 
miles more haul and save this ex­ 
pense. The contract fixed no limit 
of time for its termination, but pro­ 
vision is made for its revision if nec­ 
essary five years hence, and for arbi­ 
tration in case any unfors**eu contin­ 
gencies arise. 
The unanimity with 
which the agreement has been made 
is the best proof that it is satisfactory 
to all parti» *« . -Press.

10.000 Dueks Killed- 
The dnck-stonn that fell upon the 
plains of Punxsutawney was a great 
deal more extensive than was at first 
supposed. It was a veritable deluge 
of Juoks. Everybody admitt« ?d that 
they never saw anything approaching 
it. 
Mahoning creek and all its 
tributaries within a radius of 10 miles 
were literally swarming with wild 
ducks and g eese of every species and 
variety. 
A person who did not witness it 
could have no conception of the im­ 
mensity of the flock. 
There were 
thousands of them. The night being 
dark and stormy and the snow falling 
fast, the birds were attract ««I by the 
numerous lights of the coke ovens 
snrrounding Punxsutawney, and came 
down. 
Hundreds of the unlucky 
fowls flew too close to the mouths of 
the ovens, got their wings singed and 
dropj;>ed into the furnaces like moths 
into the flames of a torch. 
The 
Hungarians an« l Italians got out their 
clubs and killed barrels of the birds. 
The next morning great numbers of 
wild ducks and geese were found in 
the snow and captured, and when the 
citizens of Punxsutawney saw the 
Mahoning Creek was a living mass of 
w ild fowl every man who could buy 
or borrow a gun was out shooting 
ducks. 
The banks were strewn with dead 
fowl§ . and everybody was possessed 
with a fiendith desire to kill. John 
W. Barr, son of the proprietor of the 
City hotel, shot and bagged 146 
ducks. A hundred other» killed from 
30 to 40 each. No less than 50 ducks 
were caught alive. Everybody seem­ 
ed to go wild over the affair, and all 
business was suspended for the day. 
The banks of the creek for 10 miles 
were lined with sportsmen. It is safe 
to say that 2,000 men were out hunt­ 
ing ducks, and it would probably not 
be an exaggeration to say that 10,000 
ducks were slain that day. 
It was a wanton, barbarous slaugh­ 
ter of innocent creatures, for nearly 
all admitted that the birds were a 
very inferior article of food. This 
horde of ducks mid 
gee$ e i^ere 
evidently migrating from the South 
W the great lakesj when the storm 
caught thenj and forced them to 
deeceLd.

A postal clerk on the fast mail threw 
off a pouch, which struck n freight car <>n 
the siding, bounded bark ullder the wheels 
and was ground into pieces and the mail 
scattered sevetal rods 
About # 100 worth 
o postage stom ps was saved, but most of 
the contents of the pouch were utterly de­ 
stroyed. 
Fires have been raging in the timl» er on 
Bear .-reek, aboyt five miles southwest of 
Cliatfield, Minn., burning tordwood and do­ 
ing much damage to fences. The wind blew 
a gale, driving the fire with resistless force, 
and it was only by unite I and constant ef­ 
fort that the [» eople in that districtsuceeede 
1 
in saving their homo*. The fin* is burning 
slow ly, the wind having died down, but ifthe 
wind rises again much damage will be done, 
as everything is us dry as tinder. 


A fire a t Debn's cheap lodging house in 
Detroit, caused the death of three men and 
serious injury to u fourth. 
Malaki Powell, a 
porter, let u lighted lamp full from his hands 
in the rear of the bar room, and in an al­ 
most incredible space of time the entire 
building w as full of smoke. 
E. J. Gibson, a 
bartender, and F. T. Bolio were asleep on 
the third floor, anrl both were suffocate*!. 
William W hittaker, a sailor, was seen at his 
window on the fourth floor, but before the 
firemen could rea- h him he tell buck and was 
smothered. Powell was badly burned, but 
will probably recover. 
Marx* Sloan, a young lady 17 years old, 
was frightfully burned a t St. Flood, Minn. 
She was engaged in raking leaves in the 
dooryard and her clothing caught fire from 
a pile of burning rubbish. She ran 
wildly 
across the yard and jumped over a fence, 
falling heavily upon the other side, injuring 
liersell severely. lb*r mother, who attem pted 
to extinguish the flames, hud her hands, 
arm s and face badly burned. 
The girl's 
clothes were nearly all burned off, und her 
hips, back und shoulder were burned to a 
crisp, the flesh falling off in in large pie*x>s. 
But little hope are entertained of her re­ 
covery. 


The river disaster has been the occasion of 
great excitement at Burlington, Iowa, and 
the wreck of the Everett has been visited 1 y 
hundreds. The bodies of Captain Poet, Mrs. 
Bell, clerk of the boat, and her ow n three-

The boat 
will be a total loss without insurance. A 
diver will search for Howard's bodv.

An Absurd Idea. 
It has been some time since Bro. 
Stivers has shown his dexterity in 
manufacturing political thunder and 
twisting the truth in order to bolster 
up a theory or help a friend out of a 
political whirlpool, but his last issue 
shows that the dormant condition in 
which he has been 1} ing has not at all 
impaired his ability in that direction.

Every ward in the city was re­ 
presented at that convention by men 
of both parties, and Mr. Stivers |>ar- 
ticipated in the caucus that elected 
delegates from the First ward. 
He 
even received sixteen yob's on the in­ 
formal ballot for ulderman at large, 
and would have accepted the nomina­ 
tion had his friends stood by him on 
the second 
ballot, (although Mr. 
Stivers did not seek the nomination,* 
but now he sees a put-up job, m&k'W 
a mountain of a mole hill, and spreads 
himself over a column aud a half in 
order to endeavor to show the people 
how Jerry Howe wants to beat Mr. 
Hemstead because he instituted the 
eight hour system in city affairs. The 
matter has been concocted entirely in 
room 6, Sleeper block, for the pur­ 
pose of prejudicing the honest work­ 
ingmen. 
The theory advanced is en­ 
tirely wrong and nothing of the kind 
was thought of until Bro. Stivers 
evolved the idea and set it spinning 
through space. No one denies the 
right of the Journal to support whom 
it sees fit but it would seem fair on 
this occasion not to do so by belittling 
some of the beet busiueee men we 
have in our midst. 


Hot in the Collar. 
The Journal is terrible exercised 
over the meeting which was held on 
the 15th mst., and wants us to state 
how many were there and who called 
the meeting, and in the next breath 
exclaims: 
“The railroad shop foremen were 
invited to attend the meeting held at 
J. J. Howe’s office on the 15th inst.’’ 
The fact is there were three fore­ 
men and about fifteen laborers from 
the shops, and probably fifteen men 
from the business portion of the city 
in attendance. Bro. Stivers was not 
notified aud hence his hostility. 


The Agreement Beached 
The long-considered Northern Pa­ 
cific-Wisconsin Central 
agreement 
has finally been concluded. 
The 
Northern Pacific assumes the man­ 
agement of the Wisconsin Central, 
thms acquiring a line of its own by 
way of St. Paul or Ashland, and ex­ 
tending from Chicago through to 
Tncoma. This is by far the longest 
line in the world under one manage­ 
ment, the distance by this route from 
Chicago to Tacoma being 2,398 miles. 
The company will exercise its own 
option whether its traffic shall be 
handled by way of Ashland or S t 
Paul. 
The distance by way of Ash­ 
land is twenty-two miles further, but 
the difference is probably not enough 
to compensate for the extra cost of 
handling the traffic 
through the 
crowded yards at St. Paul and Min­ 
neapolis. 
The Ashland route would 
give the Northern Pacific forty-six 
miles more haul and save this ex- 
|>ense. The contract fixed no limit 
of time for its termination, but pro­ 
vision is made for its revision if nec­ 
essary five years hence, and for arbi­ 
tration in case any unforseen contin­ 
gencies arise. 
The unanimity with 
which the agreement has been made 
is the best proof that it is satisfactory 
to all |>arties. 
Press. 


By a law jiassed at the recent ses­ 
sion of the legislature all the build­ 
ing societies in the state are placed 
under the control of the public exam­ 
iner. and it is required that he shall 
approve their by-laws.

dark and storm y and the snow falling 
fast, the birds were attracttsl by the 
numerous lights of the coke ovens 
surrounding Punxsutawney, and came 
down. 
H undreds of the unlucky 
fowls flew too close to the m ouths of 
the ovens, got their wings singed and 
dropped into the furnaces like moths 
into the flames of a torch-

H ungarians and Italians got out their 
clubs and killed barrels of the birds. 
The next m orning great num bers of 
wild ducks and geese were found in 
the snow and captured, and when the 
citizens of Punxsutaw ney saw the 
M ahoning Creek was a living mass of 
wild fowl every man who could buy 
or borrow a gun was out shooting 
ducks.

The Journal is terrible exercised 
over the meeting which was held on 
the loth inst., and wants us to state 
how many were there aud who called 
the meeting, and in the next breath 
exclaims:

The Agreement Reached 
The long-considered Northern Pa- 
citic-Wisconsin Central 
agreement 
has finally been concluded. 
The 
Northern Pacific assumes the man­ 
agement of the Wisconsin Central, 
thus acquiring a line of its own by 
way of St. Paul or Ashland, and ex­ 
tending from Chicago through to 
Tnoowa. 
This is by far the longest 
line in the world under one manage­ 
ment, the distance by this route from 
Chicago to Tacoma being 2,396 miles. 
The company will exercise its own 
option whether its traffic shall be 
handled by way of Ashland or S t 
Paul. 
The distance by way of Ash­ 
land is twenty-two miles further, but 
the difference is probably not enough 
to compensate for the extra cost of 
handling the traffic 
through the 
crowded yard* at St. Paul and Min­ 
neapolis. 
Tile Ashland route would 
give the Northern Pacific forty-six 
miles more bani and save this ex- 
|>ense. The contract fixed no limit 
of time for its termination, but pro­ 
vision is made for its revision if nec­ 
essary five years hence, and for arbi­ 
tration in case any unforseen contin­ 
gencies arise. 
The unanimity with 
which the agreement has been made 
is the best proof that it is satisfactory 
to all imrties.—Press. 


By a law passed at the recent ses­ 
sion of the legislature all the build­ 
ing societies in the state are placed 
under the control of the public exam­ 
iner. and it is required that he shall 
approve their by-laws.

10.000 Ducks Killed- 
The duck-storm that fell upon the 
plains of Punxsutawney was a great 
deal more extensive than was at first 
supposed. 
It was a veritable deluge 
of ducks. Everybody admitted that 
they never saw anything approaching 
it. 
Mahoning creek and all its 
tributaries within a radius of IO miles 
were literally swarming with wild 
ducks and geese of every species and 
variety. 
A person who did not witness it 
could have no conception of the im­ 
mensity of the Hock. 
There were 
thousands of them. 
The night being 
dark and stormy and the snow falling 
fast. the birds were att rad (si bv the 
numerous lights of the coke ovens 
surrounding Punxsutawney, and came 
down. 
Hundreds of the unlucky 
fowls flew too close to the mouths of 
the ovens, got their wings singed and 
dropj*‘d into the furnaces like moths 
into the flames of a torch. 
The 
Hungarians and Italians got out their 
clubs and killed barrels of the birds. 
The next morning great numbers of 
wild ducks and geese were found in 
the snow and captured, and when the 
citizens of Punxsutawney saw the 
Mahoning Creek was a living mass of 
wild fowl every man who could buy 
or borrow a gun was out shooting 
ducks. 
The banks were strewn with dead 
fowl*?, and everybody was possessed 
with a fiendish desire to kill 
John 
W. Barr, son of the proprietor of the 
City hotel, shot and bagged 146 
ducks. A hundred others killed from 
30 to 40 each. No less than 50 ducks 
were caught alive. Everybody seem­ 
ed to go wild over the affair, and all 
busineas was suspended for the day. 
The banks of the creek for IO miles 
were lined with sportsmen. It is safe 
t-o say that 2,000 men were out hunt­ 
ing ducks, and it would probably not 
be an exaggeration to say that 10,000 
ducks were slain that day. 
It was a vv anton. barbarous slaugh­ 
ter of innocent creatures, for nearly 
all admitted that the birds were a 
very inferior article of food. This 
fiordu of duck* qnd 
geese vpere 
evidently migrating from (.he South 
to the great lakes, when the storm 
caught them and forced them to 
descend. 
Such a deluge of ducks 
has never been known before and 
may never occur again.—Pittsburg 
Dispatch

A Retired Supreme Justice. 


Louisville C ourier-Journal. 
Wm. Strong is often referred to as 
the m ost sensible man in W ashing­ 
ton. 
He served ten years on the su­ 
preme bench, and then proved wise 
enough to take advantage oft he law 
that allows him to retire on full pay. 
He was born on the 6th of May, 180H, 
in Somers, Conn. 
After graduating 
from Yale, he taught for a tim e and 
-tudied law. 
He was adm itted to the 
liar in Pennsylvania in 1832. 
H e 
served in Congress during several 
terms, running in every election on 
the Democratic ticket. 
In 1*57 he 
was appointed justice of the supreme 
lieneh of Pennsylvania, and in 1*70 
le* received his com m ission as a mem­ 
ber of tie* I lilted States supreme 
court. 
In 18*0 he resigned and has 
•since lived quietly in W ashington, 
lecturing occasionally, nud perform­ 
ing faithfully the one dntv th at the 
law requires of him. 
Whenever the 
supreme court is required to take 
part in any public ceremonies Judge 
Strong puts on his robe nnd walks 
with them in the procession. 
Incon­ 
sideration of this and his past ser­ 
vices he receives $10,000 annually 
from Fncle Sam ’s treasury.

New York Visited by tlie Most Dis­ 
astrous Fire Witnessed for 
a Generation.

P crckll, Ind. T., April 20 .—T h irty boom ­ 
ers have been taken prisoners, seven being 
w ounded.

Y esterday m orning a t sunrise, th ir­ 
teen pruirie schooners, well m anned, passed 
the B antu Fe track s below Ihe city and 
forded the river 
A citizen saw them , and he 
acquainted others, who have staked out 
claim s and hope to occupy them soon after 
noon M onday next. 
The sto ry soon gained 
general circulation, and liefore noon a m eet­ 
ing was held. 
The feeling ag ain st th e tr - «- 
passers 
ran high 
and 
inside of th irty 
m inutes 
a 
half 
dozen 
fiery 
speeches 
had 
been 
m ade.

i decided th a t th e chief d« p u ty m arshal be 
! called upon to try and expel the raiders. 
In 
i th e afternoon, th e chief deputy, accom panied 
| by thirteen assistan ts, rode down to the riv­ 
er and to o k th e sam e lord.

fresh trail to the n o rth east and the p arty 
followed th is a t a gallop 
\b o o t fonr miles 
o u t one ot th e men notice*] a thin cloud of 
sm oke rising above the co ttonw oods to the 
right. 
A h a lt was called and three of tin*

continued to advance and pum p th eir "re

H alf way down the ravine, the 
deputies discovered a rough barricade of 
logs and brash across th e entrance, and 
sim ultaneously a voice exclaim ed, 
“ Now 
give it to them , boys.” 
A sheet of flame poured from the face of the 
barrier and a show er of bullets s(*»d to w a rl 
the officers. 
They had been sufficiently 
w arned, however, and but one of their num ­ 
ber was hit. and his wound was not serious. 
Ten m inutes of rapid firing ensued, und then 
u cry for q u a rte r went up from the barricade 
,r\Vc surrender” shouted a m an w hen th** 
firing ceased. 
The blood poured lrom a 
wound in bis forehead, a tte stin g th a t he 
knew he had enough.

destroyed the two Uir elevators, A and B, of 
the Vanderbilt system, a big brick building 
stretchiug from Fifty-uintb street to Sixtieth 
street, and occupied jointly by the Fairbank 
Lard refinery uud tbe llossitcr stores, and 
wiped out the dock property of the New 
l'ork Central railroad system from Fitty- 
niuth street to past Hixtieth stre e t 
At least 
oue man was killed in his headlong fi ght 
from the fire at the first outbreak. A num ber 
were injured jum ping from windows of the 
burning building, but in the wild terror Of 
the oonfiagralidn, no account was kept of 
tbeui. The police have a record of the fol­ 
lowing casualties: 
Henry Pennine, single, a workmru in Fair­ 
banks' refinery, killed by jumping from a three 
storv window . 
John Johnson, likewise a workman In Fair- 
lianks, severely injured on the back by ju mping 
from a window.

Firnt—A terann desiring to become an actual 
settler under th* homestead law mav initiate 
his claim bv entrv at the district land office, 
after properly selecting and examining the land 
desired, in w hich case lie is allowed six m onths 
from date of entry within which to establish his 
actual residence on the iand. or.if he so elect, he 
mav initiate bis claim by actual settlem ent on 
the land which mav consist of some act or acta 
connecting himself with the particular tract 
claimed, said act or acts to l»e equivalent, to an 
announcement 
of

intention, and trom 
which the public generally may have notice of 
his claim. 
Thereafter, he is aliowed three 
m onths within which to make his claim of rec­ 
ord by entry at the district land office. Which of 
th» se two method* should be chosen is a m atter 
for the parry’s election, according to the cir­ 
cumstances and his own judgment of which is 
most desirable.
